A CUSTOMS CASE. 
ALLEGED UNDERVALUATION. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, May 4.—The firm of Passavant & 
Co., of this city,in June, 1879, imported, per 
steamer Weser, seventy cases of velvets, which 
they entered at the custom- house at the value 
of $18,512. Some of, the cases were there- 
upon sent o the public stores for 
examination and appraisal, and their value ad- 
vanced by the iocal appraiser more than 10 per 
cent, upon which the importers asked for a re- 
appraisement. This was called by the Collector, 
to take place before General-Appraiser Ketch- 
um and Mr. Buckley, of Dunham, Buckley & Co. 
The report of the merchant appraiser sustained 
the valuation of the importers, while that of the 
General Appraiser 

SUSTAINED THE LOCAL APPRASER. 
The Collector, to whom appeal was taken, de- 
cided against the importers, requiring them. to 
O per cent duty upon the advanced valua- 
tion , and, as the advance was more than 10 per 
cent, they were obliged under the law to pay a 
pepaity of 20 per cent upon the entire advanced 
valuation. The importers then appealed to the 
Secretary of the Treasury, but he sustained the 
Collector. Finding themselves without remedy 
from the Treasury officials, Passavant & Co. 
sued the Collector for an egal ex-

BLAINE’S FOREIGN POLICY. 

There has been and is a goodgdeal of mis- 
appreheusion about Mr. Blaine's foreign 
policy, but much of the condemnation visited 
upon it is the result of misrepresentation. 
Many of the New York newspapers have 
not hesitated to attribute his proposed inter- 


vention to save Peru from dismemberment 


to sordid motives, and all his opponents can 
discover no worthier purpose in his manly 
defense of the Monroe doctrine on various 
occasion# than a destre to advance his own 
political fortunes by an aggressive and brill- 
jant foreign policy. It seems never to have 
occurred to any of his critics that a foreign 
policy wirich shöuld strengthen the attach- 
ment of the American people to Mr. Blaine 
would at the same time reflect credit upon 
the Government, for any other result would 
be damaging to him er to any responsibie 
statesman appealing to the eorfidence and 
suffrages of the people. If politicians always 
sought preferment and promotion by ampi- 
tious effort to maintain the rights and digni- 
ty of their Government, they would com- 
mand greater respect and more cordial sup- 
port than they do as a rule. 

The New York Times has been foremost 
among the journals which Mave criticised 
Blaing’s foreign peliey, but, unlike many of 
the others, it is disposed to be fair. In a re- 
cent article it says that he thought to rouse 
thé pride and enthusiasm of the American 
people by asserting the influence and power 
of the Nation on this continent.” Certainly 
that was not @ very heinous offense, The 
same journal adds that it is not conceiva- 
bie that he had any sordid aims connected 
with the profits ef guano and the nitrite of 
soda.” A contrary opinion is unreasonable. 
Putting the case entirely on selfish grownds, 
Mr. Blaine was reaching too high te stoop to 
a low traffic of his reputation and 
political fature. But the Times is not 
willing to recede altogether from its rash 
censure of the ex-Secretary’s foreign policy, 
and still contends that it was a Napoleonic 
scheme, based on moral suasion and the im- 
posing influence of the country’s latent 
power, but it Wasa scheme that could only 
be carried out with battalions and fleets. 
This is a non sequitur. A Napoleonic 
scheme based on moral suasion and the 
country’s latent power is assuredly an ad- 
mirable ambition for the State Department 
of the American Government. It means 
that this Nation is strong enough and self- 
reliant enough under proper guidance to 
defend its traditional policy and conquer 
foreign recognition thereof by force of dig- 
nity, the consciousness of fight, and the re- 
serve power of population, wealth, re- 
sources, and patriotism. It does not 
follow by any meaus that such a policy 
can be carried out only by battalions 
and fleets.. The American people have 
amply demonstrated their martial prowess 
and the readiness of the people to respond 
to any demand upon their patrictism. When 
the State Department protests against an act 
of spoliation by a South American Republic 
of less than 2,000,000 of people, it is not nec- 
essary to call for volunteers or improvise a 
navy to defend the American policy or make 


| good its claim to consideration. Chili would 


not have undertaken to land an army on the 
western shore of the United States, covered by 
the two war vesseis that Goverument controls, 
if Mr. Trescott had been permitted to carry 
out Mr. Blaine’s instructions, thougli Chili is 
quick to ridicule the pretensions of thd United 
States and to proceed with its work of con- 
fiseation now that Mr. Bidine’s policy has 
been abjectly — by his successor.

There could be 
no other reply consistent with the position 
which had been taken by an American Presi- 
dent and an American Congsess, Sbould 
Mr. Blaine be charged with unworthy polit- 
ical motives because he was bold, able, and 
effective in defending this position? - 

The Chili-Peru affair turned likewise upon 
a vindication of the United States Govern- 
ment’s paramount influence upon the Amer- 
can Continent. The war between Chili and 
Peru was ended. England was Chili’s ared- 
Nor, and saw an opportunity to secure its 
debt by the confiscation of Peru’s wealth, and 
Chili was a willing tool in the transaction. 
The United States Government could not be 
expected to view with indifference so gross 
an injustice. Blaine provested on principles 
of humanity and comity against 3 
further persecution of Peru for pur- 
poses of robbery, and that protest 
would have been effectual if it had not 
been withdrawn by his successor. Even now 
the Administration dares not commit the 
United States to an assent to the confiscation 
of all the wealth of Peru for the joint benefit 
of England and Chill, though it was weak 
enough to recede from the policy which 
would have prevented such aresult. The 
representation in regard to the Landreau 
claim was merely incidental to the general 
policy that Chilishould not assume to de- 
prive Peru of all jurisdiction over its own af- 
fairs, nor to exelude from proper considera- 
tion any claim which should be made by an 
American citizen simply on the ground that 
Peru had been conquered, robbed, and ann 
hilated. If the newspapers and politicians 
who are maligning Mr. Blaine suppose for 
; ope moment that he is to be injured in the 
eyes of the American people by coming to 
the rescue of a weak and outraged people, or 
by defending American rights, or by an ef- 
fort to bleck England’s way to supremacy in 
South American affairs, they very much 
mistake the temper of the people. 

Was the movement for a Peace Congress of 
the American Governments belligerent? 
Was that likely to result in- war? Was it 
calculated to bring about a conflict between 
Chili and the United States? Is our Govern- 
ment in danger of attack because Mr. Blaine 
proposed that all the Governments on this 
continent should consult as to the best means 
for maintaining peace for the common inter- 
ests of humanity and the material prosperity 
of all concerned? Mr. Blame's enemies 
ought to bring some little rdason to bear on 
this subject, even though they are disposed 
to be unjust, or else they will overreach 
themselves and betray their real object. The 
proposed Peace Congress scarcely bears out 
the warlike contingencies with which 
Blaine’s policy has been associated, and Mr. 
Arthur in a recent message to Congress has 
manifested regret at abandoning the project, 
and has sought an opportunity to renew the 
proposition. It is very clear that Blaine was 
consistent and firm of purpose from the first, 
while his erities have been vacillating, un- 
reasoning, and unjust. 


THE ALLEGED NEW WHISKY BUG. 

If a new whisky ring has been organized to 
obtain the extension of the bonded period for 
the benefit of Kentucky distillers the facts 
are likely to be soon discovered. Senator 
Voorhees yesterday offered a buncombe reso- 
lution providing for an investigation of the 
charges of corrupt conduct made against him 
by an irresponsible newspaper es pond- 
ent. There was nothing in the char No- 
body beliews that Voorhees has been improp- 
erly approached on the subject of the bond- 
ed-period bill. There was no need ot ap- 
proaching him. He has always been in favor 
of it. There may have been persons who 
pretended to have control of his vote, as fre- 
quently happens in the case of innocent men, 
but there is yo evidence of impropriety in the 
present instance. ‘The person who was quot- 
ed as authority for the statement that Voor- 
hees’ vote had been offered for sale sent a 
telegram, which was read in the Senate, dis- 
claiming in the most positive terms ever hav- 
ing used such language. So far as Voorhees 
is eoncerned, the injury properly ended then 
and there, 

Senator Windom, however, put a different 
face on the affair, and changed it from a per- 
sonal grievance to à National question by 
proposing to extend the investigation to the 
operations of the lobby engaged in pushing 
this bill through Congress. Senator Windom 
is a careful man, and when he says he has 
information, which he believes to be true, 
that a combination has been formed to secure 
the passage of this bill by the improper ase 
of money, the Senate and the country must 
give attention to the charge. Seuator 
Windom delle ves that a large sum of money 
has been raised to influence the action of 
Congress. The amount of tax due on witisky 
now in bond on which it is proposed to 
grant indefinit extension is 867, 000000. By 
the substitution of insuflicient bonds for 
those now required by law and the forma- 
tion of a pool to control the. markets it would 

be possiple ‘fora few distillers to engage in 
an ense specuiation on Government 
eredit. Mr. Windom said he had been in- 
formed that the new ring so far surpassed 
the ring of 187375 in magnitude that the lat- 
ter by comparison paled into insignificance. 
He withdrew his resoiution in order to dis- 
connect it from the paltry personal questions 
raised by Voorhees, but gave notice that he 
would offer it again today. 
lt will not do to take too much on trust in 
relation to the alleged new whisky ring. The 
Ways and Means Committee of the House 
unanimously recommended the extension of 
the bonded period, and they did so on the 
urgent advice of Commissioner Raum. No- 
body believes that Commissioner Raum had 
an improper motive for advising such action. 
It is probably a mistake to pretend that he 
was in this matter courting the favor of the 
lilinois distillers. The LUlinois distillers 
would not derive the principal benefit from 
the extension of the bonded period. This 
would be obtained by the Kentucky dis- 
tillers, who manufacture fine whiskies, and 
are obliged to age them in bond, or out of 
bond, for several years. Wulle it is true 
that the first cost of the whiskies is only one- 
third of the tax, it is not a fact that, after 
three years, the vaiue of the goods is less 
than the tax, This is a point that Secr@tary 
Folger has ovetiooked. The value of fine 
grade whisky heid in bond for a loug period 
increases very considerably, and three or five 
year old Kentucky whisky of good quality 
in bond is worth much more than the Gov- 
ernment tax. 
Commissioner Raum and the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House may be cred- 
ited with honest intention s in advocating the 
passage of the bonded-period bill. Never- 
theless, it is true that the bill was hastily 
framed and not understood ia all its beur- 
ings, either by the committee or the House. 
It was not a bill that should have been per- 
mitted to slip through the House under a 
suspension of ‘the rutes. Secretary hey gs 
has shown that, ia practice, it might 
an immense loss of revenue and cause a suc- 
cession of panics in the whisky market that 
would iaipoverisi small dealers and disturb

and that it should be thorough com pre- 
hensive. Then it may be possible for the 
country to determine whether the ts of 
the bill can be cured by amendment, or 
whether it is radically unsound and danger- 
ous in principle. It the distillers of Ken- 
tueky or any other portion of the cout 
try are so much Interested in its pass- 
age that they are willing to subscribe 
large sums of money te influence the action 
of Congress, that would séem to be a reason 
why the Senate should promptly vote it 
down and put the seal of public condemna- 
tion on all persons concerned in the corrupt 
transactions,

COMMERCIAL GAMBLING. 

We published a day or two since some par- 
ticulars of the manner in which grain 
roduce 
Exchange and at the Milwaukee Chamber of 
Commerce. The record of purchases and of 
gales at these two markets are remarkable 
for their agreement in the one great particu- 
lar, that such transactions are mainly ficti- 
tious, and are entitled to no more recognition 
as commercial acts than are the gambling or 
betting ventures at the race-course or the 
faro-rooms. 

The. Legislature of New York has ap- 
pointed an investigation as to the effect of 
all transactions professing to be sales of 
breadstuffs and other foods where there is 
no pretense of any transfer or actual han- 
dling of the thing professedly sold. The in- 
vestigation seeks to ascertain how far this 
unduly increases the cost of food to consum- 
ers, and how far the prohibition of this traffic 
would affect real trade, and the class of mer- 
chants who would be injured by such aboii- 
tion. 

Mr. Charles Partridge, a flour merchant, 
laid before this investigation committee some 
particulars as to the magnitude of the two 
kinds of traffic in wheat on the New York 
Produce Exchange from July, 1879, to April 
30, 1882, a period of thirty-four months. The 
cash or “spot” sales were all recorded, and 
were known, and represent the number of 
bushels of wheat actually bought and sold 
on the exchange during that time, There 
was also a record of the number of “op 
non sales. These last sales embrace what 
are known on Change as puts and calls, long 
and short, futures and straddles. To under- 
stand this record of “trade” on the New 
York Preduce Exchange, and to understand 
the proportions of this trade which are real 
and bona fide and those which are wholly 
fictitious and nothing more than a mere 
blind or cover for betting, we give Mr. Part- 
tidge’s explanation of what “puts” and 
calls“ mean commercially: 

Q.—What isa“ put f A.—When I give you, 

say $100, for the option of delivering so many 
puabeis of grain to you at a certain price and 
within a certain time 

Q.~What is a al“? A.—When I give you 
that amount for the option of calling of you for 


80 many bushels at a certain priee and within a 
certain time. 


With this explanation the reader will un- 
derstand how great is the disproportion of 
the recorded transactions of the New York 
Produce Exchange which are Teal and bona 
fide as compared with those In which no 
wheat whatever is realiy sold or intended to 
be sold. During the thirty-four months cov- 
ered by this record the actual sales of wheat 
numbered 244,737,000 bushels, or an average 
of 7,198,000 bushels per month. The other se- 
called sales in which no wheat changed 
hands, but which was operated by puts and 
calls, etc., was 1,184, Mr. 000 bushels, or at an 
average of 33,949,000 bushels per month. 

The quantity of wheat recorded as sold by 
puts and calls, futures, straddles, longs and 
shortaon the New York Produce Exchange 
largely exceeds one million of bushels a day, 
and that without the actual sale or delivery 
of a single bushel! This record is in round 
numbers equal to nearly five times as great 
as the number of bushels actually sold. 

The New York Produce Exchange pub- 
lishes a record that in the thirty-four months 
from July 1, 1879 to April 80, 1882, its mem- 
bers bought and sold on Change 1,400,000 
bushels of wheat, and on the same record 
wrote down that 824¢ per cent of these so- 
called sales of wheat were bogus, that they 
did not transfer a bushel of wheat, and they 
did not in fact record anything more than 
simple betting or gambling, as on a horse- 
race or the result of a gamé of base-ball, 
the stakes ranging from $100 up to $5,000 


according to the speculative spirit or means, 


of the parties gambling. 

These are the figures only as regards the 
betting on wheat. Like transgctions in corn, 
oats, rye, lard, and pork, and of equally im- 
posing magnitude, but all of the same gam- 
bling and speculative character, go to com- 
plete the record of the great commercial 
body which assumes, from the magnitude of 
its transactions and the high standing of its 
members, to control and direct the produce 
trade of the United States. 

In striking colneidenee with this bogus 
record of the New York Produce Exchange 
is that furnished by the business ef the Mil- 
waukee Chamber ef Commerce, a brief ac- 
eount of which we published a day or two. 
ago. The $100 puts and calls in New York are, 
considering the pretensions of the exchange, 
petiy and small enough, but the Milwaukee 
style of doing business discounts that of New 
York in amounts, even if the character be 
the same. The Secretary of the Milwaukee 
Board writes giving some illustrations of 
recint but current transactions in wheat. 
He says:

We know that it is difficult to discriminate 
in this matter between.the legitimate trans- 
actions for the future delivery of grain at an 
agreed price and the trades where the trans- 
actions are wholly fictitious, and ungues- 
tionably gambling. That question we have 
hitherto fully and freely digcussed. It has its 
difficulties, but an elevated public sentiment 
in a commereial community can overcome 
much of that difficulty. Wherever there is a 
real market for graiu, lard, pork, and other 
commodities, and where the articles dealt in 
really exist and are actually in store, as is the 
ease in Chicago, speculation and gambling 
are restricted and largely regulated by the 
actual presence of the thing's offered for sale. 
This is not the case elsewhere, where the 
markets are really Imaginary and the pres- 
ence of the things bought and sold is wholly 


immaterial. But everywhere there isa well 


defined and, even in the absence of any stat- 
ute law, thoroughly understood destinction

Every family of five persons is compelled to 
pay $40 per annum for the support of the 
General Goyernment, of which $15, or 
more than one-third, must be applied to 
the payment of a debt not yet due 
and drawing but 34 per cent interest. These 
taxes are in addition to very heavy and bur- 
densome local dues. Now, it is evident that 
the policy of taking hundreds of millions of 
money that can earn from 6 to 10 per cent 
from the people and applying it to the pay- 
ment of a debt not due bearing but 3) per 
cent interest cannot be justified.

Lospon, May 4.—In the Commons Harcourt, 
Home Secretary, announced that the Govern- 
ment had determined to release Michael Davitt 
from prison.

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 4.—Within afew min- 
utes after the House passed the Senatorial Ap- 
portionment bill this afternoon the Senators aé- 
sembied in Lieut.-Gov.

It was evident from the proceed- 
ings of the past week that it would be extremely 
hazardous to risk any further changes 
being made in the House. In fact, it is 
considered very fortunate that the“ House

The Iron Steamship Campana.

The Sturgeon Bay Canal. 

G. H. Sager, Superintendant of the Sturgeon 
Bay Canal, writes that the general condition of 
the canal is much better this spring than iu any 
former season since it was opened for traffic.

The Brignoli Tesiimonial Concert, 

The bad weather bad some effect in diminish- 
ing the attendance at Central Music-Hali last 
evening, but there was a very fair-sized 
audience present when the Mozart Society flied 
on the stage and began the concert with Kreut- 
zer’s well-known song “Spring’s Approach.“ 
The society was weak in its tenors, and the 
selection was only passably rendered. Much 
better was their second number, “My Skiff Is 
Drifting,’ although here the singers were not 
kept up to the tempo, and the song appeared 
to drag somewhat. The duet La ci darem,”’ 
by Miss Emma M. Baker and Mr. George H. 
Broderick, was beyond the capacity of its 
interpreters. Both sang flat and without ani- 
mation, the iady’s last note being about haifa 
tone off the key. Mr. Broderick permitted a 
substitute to take his place in the final quartet, 
and Miss Baker received an encore for her 
“'Tis I.“ more as amatter of equity than of 
justice. Some of her lower to nes are rich and 
full. but her vocalization is unsympathetic as well 
as faulty in method. Mr. Adamowski won the 
first encore of the evening for his performance 
of Vieuxtemps’ “ Fantasia Caprice tor violin. 
It is adifiicult selection, and was admirabiy 
rendered. Mr. Adamowsxi is an excellent art- 
ist, and brings from bis instrument a tone 
of wonderful purity and clearness. His 
bowing is even and his piaying gave general 
satisfaction. Miss Fanny Kellogg has a charm- 
ing voice, and has hitherto been especially suc- 
cessful in oratorio singing. Her selections were 
unfortanate, for was not equal to Rode's 
brilliant variations, failing chielly in the up 
scale and florid work, while the trying, sustained 
notes of the “Ave Maria” overtaxed her 
strength. Some of ber tones are rich and pure, 
while ber voice has considerable compass and 
power. Mr. Liebling not only played the 
accompaniments for the other artists, but bad 
also two solos—Chopin'’s familiar Nocturne.“ 
op. 27, and Liszt’s “Air Hongroise.” Mr. Liebling 
played with the accuracy and care of a finished 
artist, and maintained his right to rank as our 
best local performer. The “Nocturne” was 
taken a trifle faster than is usual, but every pote 
was clear and distinct, particularly in pianissimo 
passages. Mr. Liebling was acBorded a hearty 
encore, an unusual thing for a pianist. Sig. 
Brignoli came on the stage with the old familiar 
stride, and sang with even more than his wonted 
fire and energy. Brieneli hus been careful of 
his voice, and, although time has told on its 
more delicate qualities, it is still capable 
of marked effects, and rings out with re- 
markable power and truth. He was recalled 
after every appearance. The chief feature of 
the evening was toe first remiition of Brignoli’s 
„Ave Maria,” the solo being taken by Miss Kel- 
logg, the choral work by the Mozart Society, and 
the composer presiding at the plano. Theorgan 
part was omitted. The composition is of great 
beauty and strongly dramatic in coloring. The 
soloist was unabie to fully bring out the capa- 
bilities of her score. It is a ditfi- 
cult and trymg part to do well, But the per- 
formance proved very clearly that Brignoli’s ‘ 
“Ave Maria is a work of u merit, de- 
manding for its adequate tion the very 
best of artists. The concert was brought toa close 
by the quartet from Martha.“ in which the 
tenor part was the only one audibie and was 
tirely too loud for the other singers to cope with 
successfully.

‘ FEEDING CATTLE ON GLUCOSE MEAL, 

It appears that the enterprising and econom- 
ical dairy-farmers upon whom Chicago depends 
for the daily supply of milk have discavered a 
new way of increasing the productive power of 
their cows, unfortunately at the expense of the 
quality of the milk. Purchasers have noticed for 
some time past that the fluid supplied them 
was poor and thin, and dave naturally— 
but in this case wrongfully—Diamed the 
milkmen. But from the statement of a 
gentieman living in the dairy district madetoa 
reporter, itseems that the fault is with the 
farmers... Actuated by considerations of ecouo- 
my they have fed theirstock largely on the ref- 
use corn from the giucose-factories instead of 
on good corn-meal, which is now very high in 
price. This stuff is said fo be wholesome in 
character if used within a day or two, and it 
costs only about one-sixth the price of corn- 
meal. it makes milk, but the uct is of in- 
ferior quality, and does not make either cream 
or butter. Cows will not eat the stuff at first, 
but by mixing it wi corn-meal they are 
brought to take it, and proportion of the in- 
ferior food is then 1 and that of the 
corn-meal diminished. The milk thus pro- 
duced haa a thin, chall.y appearance, but this is 
overcome by the employment of annatto or 
other coloring substances.
